DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kubozuka et 
al. (4456092). Kubozuka discloses the use of attaching an acoustic blanket (1 , fig. 1 ) to 
a structure (3) comprising a plurality of standoffs (7) (wherein the standoffs are 
collocated with apertures in the blanket), and fasteners (6) through the apertures in the 
blanket. Kubozuka also shows that an air gap (between 3 and 4, fig. 1 ) exists near the 
perimeter of the blanket. 

Claim 34 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by McCutcheon 
et al. (5691037). McCutcheon shows the use of a first cover material (42), a second 
cover material (54), a first and second acoustic attenuating panel (46, 50; the examiner 
considers a vibration reducing panel to include acoustic vibrations), a barrier ply layer 
(48) between first and second acoustic attenuating panels, a plurality of fastener 
assemblies (9, 1 1, 13, 15) that provide an air gap (fig. 2), wherein the fasteners control 
the air gap (i.e., longer fasteners make a larger air gap). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 32 and 35 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for 
the indication of allowable subject matter: Regarding claims 1, 20, and 28, the prior art 
does not show the combination of a heat-sealed PTFE impregnated fiberglass covering 
surrounding a Polyimide foam. The prior art shows the use of PTFE coated fiberglass, 
but not in combination with a Polyimide foam acoustic layer. Regarding claim 12, the 
prior art does not show the use of a fastening means for an acoustic blanket to provide 
a controllable air gap at the perimeter of the blanket without any connecting support 
structure between fastener assemblies. Regarding claim 35, the prior art does not show 
the combination of two acoustic panels within a heat-sealed covering defining an air gap 
and having a barrier ply located to achieve a first and second acoustic characteristic.

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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patent to Nelson et al. (5300178) discloses fiberglass 
insulation (44) within a heat-sealed covering. The acoustic panel (40) provides an air 
gap (near element 47, fig. 4) between the perimeter and the structure (43, 50, 51). 
However, Nelson does not disclose standoffs, fasteners used to control the air gap, nor 
does Nelson disclose the use of fasteners without any supporting structure between 
fastening assemblies
